Why Not in the Open? 


Governor Ralston's course in protesting against de- 


lay in reporting the public utilities commission bill and 
suggesting that the matter be withdrawn from the senate 
caucus, and the question of amendments be threshed out 
on the floor of the senate, will probably be effective in 
getting results. There are already indications that re- 
calcitrant views are going to be harmonized and that 
there \vill be speedy action in the presentation of the 
measure for its further trip through the legislature. 


And why not thresh the thing out on the open floor? 


Let the fight be above board. Let the people know defin- 
itely who is advocating a public utilities bill in the inter- 
'est of the people and who would stand sponsor for amend- 
ments or alterations that would nullify artual, definite 
and reasonable supervision over public utilities in this 
tetate. That a public iitilities bill of some sort will be 
passed is a certainty. In all probability a better measure 
will be evolved as the result of an open and above-board 
fight with those who, would seek to "pull tho claws" of 
the measure and nullify to a large degree the results 
•which are sought to be attained by it for the people of 
the state. 


An Indianapolis citizen has lodged with the board of 


health a protest against the display of stogies in cigar 
stores, drugstores and similar places exposed to dust and 
dirt on top of the cases where the purchaser may help 
himself and thus transfer an innumerable colony of genus 
into his system. The health department, after taking the 
matter under advisement, concludes that it is unable to 
afford relief until it is able to classify the stogie as either 
food, drink or drug in order to bring it within the jurisdic- 
tion of the department. 
A good many varieties of the 


stogie are popularly given a harsher classification than 
either of the three over which the learned health depart- 
ment is pondering . 


'Grand jury indictments do not. of course, establish 


conclusive legal proof of the operations of the so-called 
"arson trust" in Fort Wayne, but in the face of sus- 
picions from the first that the Calhoun street tire of April 
last was of incendiary origin, it is distinctly in the inter- 
est of public safety that the investigation into the situa,- 
tion be thorough. The truth can harm no innocent man, 
and if there exists a systematic scheme of firebug oper- 
ations the law cannot throttle it n ino'ineut too soou. 


If the governmental crowd at the present moment in 


the ascendency in Mexico bad any serious intention of 
putting Ex-President Madcro out of the -way by summar- 
ily executing him, Uncle Sam's plain intimation that he 
couldn't think of standing for anything like that will

suggested the printing of a baby book 
in which the i-are of babies would be 
briefly and clearly set forth. This book 
would be sent to all mothers as soon us 
the birth was reported, together with a 
letter of congratulations from the state. 
There are in round numbers 30,000 first 
born Sabies annually in Indiana. The 
board therefore wants to print 30,000 
copies or the baby book.

cents each they would cost $4,501) and 
another ?500 for Distribution would be 
required. 
The idea took well with tlie 


ways and means committee, but a bach- 
elor member thought that 
thirty-five 


hundred dollars worth of babies was 
enough to save, and so the appropria- 
tion was cut to that sum. It is hoped 
by those who think babies are worth 
saving that some member of the as- 
sembly will move to save $5,000 worth 
instead of only 53.50ft worth. And the 
state board of health asks all citizens 
who think this would be a good thing 
for our state to do, to write to their 
representatives and senators ajid tell 
them to vote for the baby book-

The two weeks' mission services to 


be held at tho St. Patrick's Catholic 
church, 
commencing 
Sunday 
evening 


and to be conducted 'each evening by 
two prominent Passionist missionaries, 
Rev. Xavicr Kutton of Chicago and Rev. 
Christopher Schiesccl of Louisville, Ky., 
will afford many, Protestant as- well 
an Catholic, tho opportunity to view un- 
der most favorable conditions tho mag- 
nificent new altar recently installed ia 
the church. 


In its construction and placement it 


lias cost ,158,000, and, as-has before been 
stated in The Sentinel, it is the gift of 
Miss 
Elizabeth 
DeWald, one of the 


members of tho St. Patrick's parish, 
who since the announcement that such 
a gift to the parish had been made, 
has sought to prevent the name of the 
donor from being publicly known. ' It 
was a long cherished plan on her part 
to make such a gift and the details of 
its construction were left to Rev. Jo- 
seph F. Dclaney, the pastor .of the St. 
Patrick's parish, who conceived the idea 
of an altar that would be emblematic 
of tho sacrifice and' devotion to tho 
church. 
" Father Delaney gave his impressions 
to the eminent designer, H. B. Schwarte 
of Chicago, who made the design for 
the altar, as It stands today and who 
for the last five weeks, with five skilled 
Italian workmen, has been busy in its 
.placement in the church. The parts of 
the altar itself, the superb statuary, 
etc., were carved and executed in the 
atelier of the De Prato Statuary com- 
pany at Pietrasanta, : Italy, and from 
the best quality marble, being extreme- 
ly white and of exceptional texture. 


It is a roaster!/ work of art, orig- 


inal in its design and grandly beauti- 
ful. 
No words or picture could give 


it as it presents itself to the eye and 
many hundreds hays viewed it since its 
completion .during the last few days. 
Its groupings of the early apostles, the 
savior on the cross, the sorrowful moth- 
er, St. John 'and Mary Magdalene at 
the foot of the cross, with" other repre- 
sentations, are wonderfully suggestive 
and spiritually elevating.

brilliant lighting of the church audi- 
torium an.d with the recent decorating 
ti.o now altar, one of the finest in the 
country, is an inspiring sight.

are perfect, works of nrt and in any 
art gallery would s i.nd forth as models 
of perfection. 
In faet. the alter in its 


entirety is one of the finest in the state. 
Its artistic conception and beauty are 
remarkable and will attract wide at- 
tention among the lovers of nrt. Tt is 
built from the ground up. as they are 
required so to be built to be conse- 
crated. 


Four candlesticks and a crucifix have 


been presented to Father Dclaney by 
a family in his parish.

Section 25 of the measure has to do 


with the depreciation fund of public 
utilities. There seems to bo contention 
over the question of what shall be the 
limits of the depreciation 
fund nnd 


whether this fund, which is set aside 
out of the -earnings of tho company, 
shall b« used for repairs or renewals 
only, or whether it shall be- used for 
other purposes and also in addition 
thereto for additions<and new construc- 
tions. 


The contention over section 95% was 


whether all kinds of public utilities 
ehall bo permitted to merge, with the 
consent of the commission or whether 
only public utilities producing a like 
product shall be permitted to merge. 
These two differences will be taken into 
the caucus on Monday night and if not 
agreed upon there, will be thrashed out 
on the floor of the senate. 


It ia likely that the steam roads will 


be excluded from the commission bill 
for the reason they are under the state 
railroad commission1 which is reserved 
as a part of the proposed commission 
measure. All electric lines, however} 
will come under the operation of the 
bill. 


o measure has aroused as much dis- 


cussion as the Shively-Spencer bill and 
Governor Ralaton's statement today in 
which he suggested, that the bill be
